And it does excite the 
intelligent folk 
that an Empireof vearly half a

Nevertheless, it 
is stupid to exage- 
erate the signifi 
cauce of a German 
drive that every- 
body. knew would sooner or later 
succeed. 

It is equally stupid to infer that 
the British and their allies gained 
nothing in the course of the struzgle 

In the first place, the Germans 
have learned that they cannot face 
such fighters as the British and the 
Greeks, even 1p superior numbers 
vnd with superior equipment, with- 
out snstaining colossal tosses: 

In the second place, the legend 
of invincibility that surrounded the 
use of blitzkrieg tactics Las been 
shattered beyond repair. 

After the stunning rapid invasion 
of Holland in which German Pan- 
zer columns rolled as far as 200 
miles a day, all Europe trembled in 
dread of what they believed was an 
mechanized advance, 
something like tne horrible senseless 
march of some great Frauk-nstein

should be be clean, Summer-fallow 
13 not necessary unless perennial 
weeds infest the field. Stubble land 
should be cultivated lightly during 
early spring to sprout weed seeds 
which may be destroyed later and 
immediately before the forage seed 
is sown, 

Karly seeding of forage crops, 
when the weather is cool, has been 
found satisfactory, but seeding «s 
late as late as July Ist is permiss- 
ible. [tis important that the soil be 
moist at the time of seeding, for seed 
sown in loose dry soil is not likely 
to produce @ good stand. 

Seed may be sown with a drill at 
a depth of not over one inch. To 
p ovide bulk it should be mixed 
with cracked wheat — about | Ib. 
of seed tu 2 lbs. of cracked wheat 
trom whicu the Hour is sifted — is 
satisfactory, 

Only the best seed should be used 
as poor seed is likely to contain 
weeds that: may infest the farm and 
cause a serious weed problem. 

Farmers who contemplate the 
yeeding of any forage crop will de- 
sire complete information, which 
they may obtain from the Field 
Crops Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Edmonton.

The World 
of Wheat 


Ry H. G.L. Strange 


Last week, in this column, I ar- 
gued) that the present Canadian 
surplus of wheat had nat been 
brought ubout, as many think, by 
an increase of wheat acreage by 
Canadian farmers, because, 1 
showed, the statistics reveal thit 
world population and the world’s 
actual consumption of wheat.has 
actually increased during the past 
twenty years to a greater extent 
than Canadian wheat acreage has 
expanded. ° 

Why then, it might be asked, 
has a wheat surplus in Canada 
accumulated? Fora very simple 
reason I find. It is that Canadian 
sales of wheat overseas have not 
kept pace with the world’s increase 
in population, nor with the world’s 
increased consumption of wheat. 
Canadian sa'es instead have great 
ly decreased during the past 20 
years, 


Why, it might be asked, should 
Canadian sales of wheat have de- 
creased, while the world was stead. 
ily consuining more wheat each 
year? Because mainly of another 
most simple but pathetic fact :that 
the governments of the world, in 
cluding Canada, raised tariffs and 
put hindrances in the way of our 
customers selling their own goods 
to us. So, therefore, goods being 
the only real money in the main 
that people have with which to 
buy things, asthe importation of 
other peoples goods into Canada 
declined, so have Canadian ex- 
ports of wheat to those people in

Following factors have tended 
to raise price; Unoccupied France 
is negotiating for large quantities 
of U.S. wheat-—Canadian exports 
of wheat and fiour for March 
amounted to 21.4 million bushels, 
the highest March shipments since 
1929 — Late wintry weather and
